SO THE COMMITTEE WILL NOT CUT 
DOWN LIBERTY STREET. 


Coansellor Richard*' Bill for 9«AO Order¬ 
ed Paid—A New Street la Glea Ridge— 
A Special Meeting Next Monday. 


W. H. Dewitt of Glen Ridge appeared 
before the Town Committee on Monday 
and requested them to take steps to¬ 
wards opening a'new street west of 
Ridgewood Avenue and parallel with 
that street from Washington Street to 
Lincoln Street. The street was laid out 
by tbe Surveyors of Highways some 
time since. There was some discussion 
about the rights of the Committee to 
open and work a street that had not 
been accepted. Counsel Barrett said it 
was the duty of the property-owners to 
work the street to grade. The street in 
question runs through property of the 
Kev. Hr. Geo. C. Seibert, and his fenoe 
extends half-way across the street, and 
he declines to remove It. Tbe members 
of the Town Committee did not care to 
take on themselves the task of pulling 
down Dr. Seibert’s fence unless the law 
imposed that duty upon them, so the 
matter was referred to the Road Com¬ 
mittee and the Town Counsel. 

The Legal Committee reported on the 
bill for the oxpeuse Incurred in resurvey- 
iug the line dividing this town and 
Montclair. This bill was referred to the 
Legal Committee at the previous meet¬ 
ing, at the request of Mr. Rayner, for the 
purpose of ascertaining how much of an 
allowance was made to Harry E. 
Richards, counsel for the Commissioners. 
The report showed that it was $*250. 
The bill was certified to by Judge 
Kirkpatrick. On the vote to pay the 
biU Mr. Rayner voted In the negative, 
and explained that be did so to be con¬ 
sistent with his previous course in the 
matter j * . • 

, The Township Treasurer submitted the 
monthly financial statement, showing 
tbe total receipts for the fiscal year to 
have b*m $19,931.6). Of this $10,000 
was procured by discounting tho town¬ 
ship nolo In anticipation of taxes. Tho 
disbursements amount to * $12,429.99, 
leaving a balance in tbe treasury of 
$7,50t,8& The bills ordered paid on 

• 

Monday afternoon will practically use 
up this balance, and unless those in¬ 
debted to the town pay their back taxes 
to tbe Collector within tbe next two 
weeks the Committee will probably have 
to discount another note In anticipation 
of taxes to the amount of $20,000, as it 
will be some time before this year's 
taxes begin to come in. 

The present administration is now 
entering on its third month, and it is a 
matter of comment that so much money 
has l*een spent. A large portion of the 
money has been used In payment of 
bills incurred by the Committee of the 
previous year. 

The Road Committee reported that 
the macadamizing of north Broad Street 
was completed to the Passaic County 
line7 making a continuous stone road 
between this town and Paterson. The 
work bad been inspected and found to 
be very satisfactory. Ridgewood Ave¬ 
nue, Hillside Avenue aud Clark 8treet 
are about completed, and Belleville 
Avenue and the portion of Spruce Street 
north of Belleville Avenue will be taken 
up next. 

The drainage plan for carrying the 
surface water from the streets between 
Broad Street and the canal, adopted at 
the previous meeting of the Committee, 
had to be abandoned on account of the 
objection* of proparty-owners to the 
cutting down $f Liberty Street, some 
of them having refused to sign a paper 
waiving claims for damages. The Road 
Committee recommended a new' plan,- 
which involved tbe extension of Monroe 
Place to the lankl, and cutting down 
that street a Utile at its junction with 
spruce Street, awl.also cutting down 
Fremont Street at Spruce Street, and 
the erection of summits on Spruce Street 
between Monroe Place and Liberty 
Street and Liberty and Fremont Streets, 
and one on Oakland Avenue between 
Liberty and Fremont Streets, and one 
on Austin Place between tbe same 
streets. An objection to the plan was 
stated to be that it did not provide for 
the drainage of Park Place. It Is pro¬ 
posed to macadamize Liberty Street at 
its present grade, and by cutting down 
the gutters a grade of four and one-half 
inches to the buudred feet can be ob¬ 
tained on Park Place, eo if that street is 
macadamized from- curb to curb It Is 
[thought that the water wUl freely run 
Joff through the Liberty Street gutter. 
|Tbe new plan was adopted. ■ • * 

The Committee have discontinued the

|Phoenlx amt .Active Hose-houses ill 
dgbt, aod they lie new extinguished at 
the same time the other street-lamps 
thus saving about fifty dollars per 
fear to the taxpayers. 

Gilbert advocated keeping the 
Ifhts burning. 

Stout said that If a good and 


sufficient reason for doing so could be 
given, he bad no doubt but what the 
Committee would vote to do It. 

Joseph L. Munn, counsel Tor Tax 
Collector A. C. Marr, asked the Com¬ 
mittee to take up the tax matter at their 
earliest convehience. Mr. Munn briefly 
reviewed the present state of the case. 
He said it ought to J be settled up first as 
a matter of public business, and secondly 
in justice to Mr. Marr. The privilege 
was accorded to Mr. Marr to say a few 
words In his own behalf. Mr. Marr said 
he hoped the Committee would expedite 
tbe settlement of the tax matter as 
rapidly as possible. He was under the 
expense of retaining counsel, aud the 
report of the expert had reflected on him, 
and he wished to have that reflection 
removed. If it was found that he owed 
the town anything, he was willing to 
pay It promptly; If the town owed him, 
he wanted It. 

The application of the Bloomfield 
District Telegraph Company for per¬ 
mission to run wires through the £own 
was referred to tbe Legal Committee. 
William H. Liuder addressed the Com¬ 
mittee in behalf of the company. 

Owing to the absence from town of 
Township Counsel Barrett, there will be 
no special meeting of the Committee on 
Monday next.

John Larkin, Frank J. L. Smith, and 
Lawrence Wallace, all residents of this 
place, walked into the hostelry kept by 
Mrs. Kate Tibbs on Bloom field Avenue 
on Sunday afternoon, and after partak- 
lug of a drink Smith spied a nice dish of 
potato salad on the free-lunch counter. 
Thts he made short work of, which of 
course was not right. Mrs. Tibbs be¬ 
came highly indignant at the disappear¬ 
ance of the salad and commenced to 
berate Smith. The latter tried to even 
matters up buying another drink. Mrs. 
Tibbs refused to sell them anything, and 
It was Smith’s turn to get angry, and 
this Mrs. Tibbs claims he did with a 
vengeance, pulling out a revolver and 
making threatening remarks. She be¬ 
came alarmed, and summoned Officer 
Foster, who arrested Larkin, and Smith, 
and took them before Justice Foal. Wal¬ 
lace, who was standing near the Centre, 
shouted to Smith and asked him whom 
he was going.

Mr. Panll Deliver# a Masterly 
won oa "Sunday Observance.” 


Two of tbe most interesting and 
eloquent addresses ever delivered in 
Bloomfield were given during tbe last 
week—the Rev. George A. Pauli's sermon 
In Westminster Church on Sunday eve¬ 
ning on the subject of “Sunday Obser¬ 
vance," and the oration of the Rev. 
Elbert Clement on “Patriotism" In the 
First Presbyterian Church on the morn¬ 
ing of the Fourth, the oooaalon being 
the Independence Day oelebration of the 
William 8. Pierson Post, G. A. R. 

Unfortunately but few people were 
present on either occasion. The heavy 
storm of Sunday evening undoubtedly 
kept many home from church; and the 
First Church was little more than half 
filled on Monday morning. 

The exercises in the First Presby¬ 
terian Church were presided over by 
Samuel G. Hayter with marked ability, 
and consisted of the reading of the 
Declaration of Independence, the ting¬ 
ing of hymns, and the oratlou by Mr. 
Clement. 

Mr. Clement spoke most eloquently of 
the love of country that has character¬ 
ized the people of the United States from 
the beginning—thst patriotism that has 
Impelled so many to lay down their 
lives In the defence of her honor; that 
has carried us through two great and 
bloody wars, and has kept alive the in¬ 
stitutions of the oonntry through many 
vicissitudes. He spoke of the fact that 
this patriotism may be and Is felt by 
people living In the Old World as well 
as by natives of this country, and cited 
the oases of Steuben, Lafayette, Koeclue- 
ko, and others. 

This portion of the address was listen¬ 
ed to with markod attention, and was 
frequently Interrupted by enthusiastic 
applause; but the greatest enthusiasm 
was aroused by tbe remarks which fol¬ 
lowed on politics. 

It was every man’s duty, the speaker 
declared, to be a politician. Reed .poli¬ 
tics, talk politics, and disease them 
whenever you have the opportunity. 
But don’t get excited over It. There Is 

m i 

no more reason why men should heoomw 

excited over politics than over any other 
subject. They should be discussed 
calmly and dispesalonately every where¬ 
on the cars. In the home, In the forum, 
and—yes. In the pulpit. He knew that 
it was generally thought that politics 
had no place in the pulpit; but next to 
the duty that men owed to their God 
was that they owed to their country. 
Then no more fitting place could be 
fdund for the discussion of man's duty 
In this respect than the pulpit. Be a 
party man. Make up your mind by 
study and Investigation as to which Side 
you consider in the right, and vote ac¬ 
cordingly. “I am a partisan," said the 
speaker, “and I have the greateet re¬ 
spect for the honest party man," but 
nono whatever for that man who Is con¬ 
tinually on the fence. 

The speaker then referred to the duty 
devolving upon the men who guarded 
the ballot-boxes, and declared that thee# 
men should be chosen with the greateet 
care; they should always be the most 
upright and honorable men In the com¬ 
munity. “Why," said he, “the man at 
f,he ballot-box occupies the most honor¬ 
able station in tbe gift of the people, 
not even excepting that of the President 
himself." He could hardly find words 
to express his utter contempt and loath¬ 
ing for tbe man who would aaaist In 
making a false count. The ballot-bos 
should be guarded with more care than 
the vaults that contain the rlchea of the 
country. Break into the vaults of the 
Treasury and of the sub-treasnrlee of tbe 
country and rob them of their contents 
(“aud thus settle an Important contro¬ 
versy," said the speaker in an aaide 
which caused much laughter), but leave 
the ballot-box alone. Hanging is none 
too great a penalty for that man who 
would defeat the will of the people aa 
expressed at the polls. 

The polling-places next engaged the 
attention of the orator, and he expressed 
tbe opinion that voting should always 
be done in a place where a gentlemen 
would not be ashamed to go. Why la 
this room In which we now are, he 
asked, so perfect In all its appointments? 
It Is out of respect to the purposes for 
which It Is used. This building Is conse¬ 
crated to God, and should be as near 
perfection as possible. For the same 
reason voting should be done in suitable 
and well-appointed plaoes, as we go 
there to perform a righteous, sacred 
duty. 

In conclusion, the speaker said that 
politics and patriotism should be taught 
In the public schools of the country. 
Chlldreu now are crammed full of mathe¬ 
matics. grammar, Latin, etc., etc., and 
leave school knowing little or nothing 
of the Institutions of tbs country. This 
should be reversed. First teach them 
all about how the Government is carried 


out, and regularly drill them In patriot¬ 
ism. sad then fill them as full as possible 
with mathematics, grammar, etc. 

At tb# close of the oration the Rev. 
Charles A. Cook rose from his seat In 
the audience and personally tbauked 
Mr. dso^tnt tor the very Instructive re¬ 
marks he had listened to. He said 
that he felt as If be had been to school, 
learned so much about what 
patriotism Ik that his desire 
at American citizen was 
| He announced that he 
{out his first papers, and would 
sooo, he hoped, be as patriotic a citizen 
as any one. 

Mr. expressed the desire that 

another year there would be a Fourth of 
July estahratloe in which tbe whole town 
would join, and the exercises l were 
brought to a fitting close by the singing 
of the hymn “America," and a benedic¬ 
tion pronounced by tbe Rev. Mr. Col¬ 
lins. 

SUNDAY OBSERVANCE.

The Rev. Mr. Pauli’s sermon on Sun¬ 
day was from the text “Remem¬ 

ber the Sabbath Day to keep It holy," 
and was an eloquent and earnest dis¬ 
course on the gradual loss of respect for 
the Lord's Day In this country. 

From the time of tke landing of the 
Pilgrim Fathers up to a few years ago 
the "ffi^ericau Sabbath", was a da.V 
whioh ms generally observed as a sacred 
day of gsat throughout the whole couu- 
busineas and places of am use- 
closed, and the people gen- 
the command to “Remem¬ 
ber the Babbeth Day to keep It holy.’* 
The Pilgrim Fathers themselves. In or¬ 
der to $?oid sailing on Sunday, spent 
that day on a Weak and barren island In 
In great dbcoMfort. 

In the tine of the war one of the daily 
newspapers ventured to publish a Sun¬ 
day edition to tell of an important bat¬ 
tle. Now n> excuse Is needed, but all 
tbe greet nooning papers publish im¬ 
mense editions every Sunday In tho 
year. 

Not long igo none of the railroads ran 
trains on Sindhy. Row the road which 
stopped ruining on Sunday was an hon¬ 
orable exception. President Harrison, 
In order to >e In Washington at tbe time 
appointed l»r hla Inauguration, would 
have bed t> travel on Sunday. He re¬ 
fused to d> so. and some of the papers 
sneered atfrlm. 

T*Ki pars ago'there were 2,000,000 
Sunday workers In tbe country; now 
there ai> 5,000,000. Places of amuse¬ 
ment wee beftog opened all over on the 
Habtiatb and he deplored the fact that 
many Clrlstlan people were fouud ad¬ 
vocating such opening on the grouud 
that tha was the only day on which the 
workingnen oould enjoy themselves. 
Hs thought It was time that this idea 
was expoded, and read an extract from 
a letter written by a workingman, in 
which tte writer said that the working- 
men theuselves did not advocate Sun¬ 
day openngs. but wanted the day for a 
day of red. 

It Is p*opoeed, said the speaker, to 
open the Columbian Exposition on Sun¬ 
day?. He eloquently protested against 
such a m*ve as this, and said it would 
go far torards utterly destroyiug the 
character of the Lord’s Day in this 
country. The opening of the Exhibition 
would be followed by the opening of 
places of imusemeut everywhere. 

There we in the United States 12,000,- 
000 peope belonging to the dlffiereut 
religious denominations, aud if these 
people wire to refuse to have anything 
to do wth the Chicago Exposition In 
case It vas open on Sundays, either as 
exhltytoM or spectators, It would be a 
dismal Mlure, as It would deserve to be; 
but if tte doors are closed on Sunday, 
everybotV should help to make It the 
glorious ftuccees It ought to be. 

0/ ooirse, the above is a mere outline 
of the sermon, giving but a poor Idea of 
the sentiments as they were expressed. 
All who beard it will surely hsve a great¬ 
er rasped for the Sabbath than they had 
before, aid It Is s pity that there were 
not more present to profit by the lessous 
It contained. A few sermons like this 
would swakeo the people of Bloomfield 
to s sense of their duty In regard to the 
proper ojservsnce of Sunday.

Following is a letter received by The 
Citizen ; 

To the Editor of The Citizen : 

Sir: Will you kindly make known 
through your paper the need of a poor 
German family living on Bloomfield Ave¬ 
nue,. just above Grove Street. John 
Stydocker is w poor consumptive,'who 
has a wife and two small children. The 
case belongs to Bloomfield to care for. 
A number of East Orange people have 
kept this family from freezing and starv¬ 
ing and provided the family clothing 
since they were discovered some seven 
or eight months ago. The miserable 
shanty they live in has been patched and 
whitewashed, and now the owner wants 
the rent, which Is In arrears, or be will 
put them out. The rent Is two dollars 
a month, and they owe $15 back rent. 

A few individuals have eared for this 
family so far, )tqA asking wheri they be¬ 
longed, recognizing them os God's child¬ 
ren and their neighbors. Is there no 
church in Bloomfield to look after such 
a needy cose? Are there not a few Indi¬ 
viduals in Bloomfield klnd-hesrted 
enough to co-operate and help this poor 
consumptive to live and care for his 
family? Urge your friends and the 
Bloomfield people to do what they can 
for this worthy man. Food and the 
means to keep this poor shelter over 
their heads is the pressing need notr.

The Cool Business. 

The Bloomfield Coal Co. was organised 
on the 2d Inst., and business seems to 
be going on about os usual at Mr. Stiles’ 
old stand. Edw. G. Ward is the Presi¬ 
dent and John Newtop Secretary and 
Treasurer. We have as yet eeen no evi¬ 
dences of the absorption of other deal¬ 
ers, and the sensational predictions of 
an irresponsible correspondent of the 
New York Herald bare thus far failed 
to materialize. Prices have not been 
put down to freeze out other dealers, 
nor put up to squeeze the poor customer. 
Mr. Newton says that his company does 
not favor an advance st present. 8ome 
of the other coal dealers, however, say 
that the recent advance in wholesale 
prices will compel a like advance to the 
consumers. Coal is lower now in Bloom¬ 
field than in any of tbe surrounding 
towns; for iustauce In Montclair Lehigh 
coal is selling at $6.50, against $6.76 in 
Bloomfield. AH things considered, those 
who muko contracts now for their win¬ 
ter’s supply arc likely to save money.

The discussion over the opening of the 
new street iu Gleu Ridge, which took 
place iu the Town Committee last Mon¬ 
day, recalled to the mind the experience of 
a foruer Committee in connection with 
tho opening of Douglas Road in that 
section. That street was laid out by 
(ho Surveyors of Highways. The Town 
Committee were slow about opening the 
street and the matter lay in abeyance a 
long while. Reuben N. Dodd, then 
chuirmau of the Road Committee, was 
•in doubt as to the right of the Commit¬ 
tee to open the street. Finally Joseph 
D. Gallagher appeared before the Com¬ 
mittee and emphatically demauded that 
the street be opened. Mr. Beech re¬ 
ferred to Mr. Gallagher’s action In hla 
remarks on Monday. The Town Coun¬ 
sel’s opiulou in the matter seems to In¬ 
dicate that tho previous Committee were 
not obliged to act at the Instance of Mr. 
Gallagher, and in opening Lincoln Place 
tbe property owners will have to do It 
themselves.

Probably the first Cleveland and Ste¬ 
venson banner raised in New Jersey was 
that swung across Broad Street by the 
Bloomfield Democrats last Saturday 
night. A large crowd filled the streets 
In front of tbe American House, and 
they were entertained by the WatseBe¬ 
ing Brass Baud and plenty of fireworks. 

Ex-Congressman McAdoo was expected 
as one of tbe speakers, but his inability 
to get to his family, who are summer¬ 
ing along the South Jersey coast, the 
same night, forced him to decline. 
Robert 8. Rudd, the leader of this dis¬ 
trict, presided at the meeting, and spoke 
of the work expected from Bloomfield 
Democrats during the coming campaign. 
As Mr. Rudd ooncluded his address the 
handsome banner was swung across the 
street amid a burst of rockets and col¬ 
ored fire and tbe prolonged cheers of the 
crowd.

The opinion rendered by Town Coun¬ 
sel Barrett to the effect that the Town 
Committee could not alter the establish-., 
ed grade of Liberty Street without com¬ 
pensation to property-owners has saved 
the Road Committee about $1^500, which 
la about the amount that it would cost 
to cut down the street. Yet there are 
some people who are continually harp¬ 
ing about the amount paid for counsel's 
fees, aud consider it a waste of money. 
True it is that members of the Commit¬ 
tee might very easily take up the statute 
book and find the particular statute 
bearing on tbe case and be guided by Its 
wording. Such a course it can be readi¬ 
ly seen would obviate any necessity for 
a counsel. On the other hand, it is pos¬ 
sible that the Committee might spend 
several days looking up certain statutes, 
and in some cases fail altogether in find¬ 
ing them. For instance, If Mr. Oakes, 
as Chairman of the Road Committee, 
undertook to look up the statute bear¬ 
ing on the Liberty Street case, he might 
not flud it in tho book and report bock 
to the Committee that there was no such 
statute and go ahead and do the work, 
end the property-owners would theu 
pounce on the town for compensation. 
The Town Couusel can tern to the 
statute at once, and thereby all mistakes 
are avoided.
